KANSAS CITY, Nov. 20— 
Bonnie Brown Heady and Carl 
Austin Hall, kidnap-murderers 
of Bobby Greenlease, left this 
afternoon on their last journey 
~to the state gas chamber in 
Jefferson City. 

They will be executed“as soon 
as possible after 12:01 a.m. Dec. 
18,”. Acting United States Mar- 
shal William Tatman told the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The prisoners were taken from 
the Jackson county jail here a 
few hours after it was announced 
that neither would appeal. 

In the county jail before her 
departure, plump Mrs. Heady, 
4l-year-old divorcee and alco- 


holic, appeared almost nocha- 
lant. She has been spending 
much of her remaining time 
reading. Hall, 34-year-old ne’er- 
do-well, who ran through a 
$200,000 inheritance in a few 
years, was glum. 
Leave In Auto. 

Taken from their cells in the 
county jail, they were brought 
down an elevator with Acting 
Marshal Tatman and Mrs. Tat- 
man. 

. They left Kansas City by au- 
tomobile at 2:10 p.m. 

United States District Judge 
Albert L. Reeves, who sen- 
tenced the prisoners to dea 
yesterday,.15 minutes after the 
jury made that recommenda- 
tion under the Lindbergh law, 
signed the commitment papers 
at 12:30 p.m. today These pa- 
pers authorized the marshal to 
carry out the court’s sentence. 

A short time earlier, Judge 
Reeves had é an- 
nouncement that ne pris- 
oner planned an appeal. 

Following a conference with 
Roy K. Dietrich, who was ap- 
pointed by Judge Reeves to rep- 
resent Hall, the judge said: 

“There will be no appeal in 
the case. ‘The matter is all over 
so far as that’s concerned. There 
will be no foreseeable delay in 
the execution ‘set for Dec. 18).

HITH 951 PCT. OF 
GOAL REALIZED 


$5,847,230 Received Is 
Largest Amount Col- 


lected in a Campaign 
—Short $235,362. 


The 1953 Community Chest 
fund campaign closed today 
with total collections and 
pledges of $5,847,230, largest 
amount ever realized in such a 
drive here but only 96.1 per 
cent of the goal of $6,082,592. 

At a final report meeting at 
the DeSoto Hotel at noon today, 
Norman J. George, general 
chairman of the campaign, 
thanked the thousands of volun- 
teer workers whose efforts were 
responsible for the collection. 

He pointed out this year’s to- 
tal was $485,127 or 9 per cent 
greater than that obtained in last 
year’s campaign and said it was 
cause for gratification that the 
rate of increase was thus more 
than twice as great as the na- 


tional average of 4 per cent. Do- 


nations fell $235,362 short of the 
goal. 

In a breakdown of the over- 
all total by divisions, George 
said the large firms led all the 
other six both in percentage of 
goal achieved and in actual 
amount collected. This was 
$3,161,875 or 98.8 per cent of its 
goal of $3,199,840. 

Industry and Manufacturing 
ran a very close second, per- 
centagewise, with $266,789 or 
98.7 per cent of its goal of $270,- 
250, he. said. 

Other divisions, collections 
reported and percentage of goal 
were: Advance gifts, $1,302,580 
or 91.3 per cent; Trades, $441,- 
676 or 94.4 per cent; Mercantile 
and Office $194,840 or 93.1 per 
cent; County, $255,800 or 94 per 
cent and City, $223,670 or 94.8 
per cent. 

Joseph H. Vatterott, vice 
chairman, said one of the most 
gratifying aspects of the cam- 
paign was the participation of 
organized labor. He gave labor 
a large share of credit for the 
measure of success achieved.

HOUSTON, Tex., Nov. 20 (UP) 
—Oilman - philanthropist Hugh 
Roy Cullen today gave the Uni- 
versity of Houston $2,250,000 in 
royalty payments from oil leases 
because Houston’s football team 
last week beat Baylor, 37 to 7.

KOREA REDS WON’T 
FACE 3 DESERTERS, 
DEMAND RETURN 


PANMUNJOM, Nov. 20 (AP)| do 


—Communist officers today de- 
clined a face-to-face meeting 
with three Korean soldiers who 
last night bolted from a Red 
troop unit and were given ref- 
uge in an American sentry box. 

The. three said they were 
South Koreans and were shang- 
haied into the Communist army 
after being captured during the 
war. 

The Reds insisted that the 
three be returned immediately, 
but the United Nations com- 
mand said they would be turned 
over to Indian custody. If they 
refuse to go back to the Reds all 
presumably would be liberated 
in South Korea. 

The Communist Peiping radio 
termed the incident a “serious 
violation” of the armistice and 
accused the Americans of “for- 
cibly detaining” the three.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (UP) 
—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said today that this country 
will share information with 
Great Britain and Canada on 
what atomie bombs and hydro- 
gen bombs can do to troops in 
the field and to the people of 
target cities. : 

The AEC statement was in 
response to questions about a 
British Foreign Office statement 
that the three nations will con- 
fem probably within a few 
weeks, soon on the effects of 
atomic explosions. It said: 
“The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said that this (the British 
Foreign Office releage) is the 
exchange announcement by Mr. 
Strauss on Nov. 11 and it will 
cover the knowledge of the ef- 
fects of nuclear explosions on 
personnel, structures and equip- 
ment.” 

Use of the word “nuclear” 
meant that the exchange will 
deal not only with atomic bombs, 
artillery shells, and other weap- 
ons, but also with the so-called 
hydrogen or thermonuclear-fu- 
sion bomb.

Until now Britain has insisted 
that its commonwealth commit- 
ments made it impossible to tie 
itself militarily to the continent. 
Bidault’s disclosure thus marked 
a major policy switch by Britain.

Army Quickly Restorés Security Status 
After Reporter Notices Nike Exhibit 
in Stevens’s Office. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 20 (UP) 
—The Army's attempt to main- 
tain secrecy about its new guid- 
ed missile, the Nike, broke down 
today—right under Secretary 
Robert T. Stevens's nose. 

A scale model of the anti-air- 
craft weapon was found prom- 
inently displayed on a table in 
Stevens's Pentagon office. The 
modei was open. for examina- 
tion by all visitors, from report- 
ers to foreign military attaches. 

A United Press _ reporter 
noticed it. There was no identi- 
fying label, but Army officials 
admitted it was the Nike. A 
press aid to Stevens assured the 
reporter there was “nothing 
classified about the model.” 

On the basis of this assurance, 
the reporter asked that a picture 
be taken of the model for public 
release. The press aid agreed 
and the model was duly photo- 
graphed. 

But officials of the Defense 
‘Department pictorial office in- 
tervened at this point and shunt- 
ed the picture over to the se- 
curity clearance office. 

From there it was whisked to 
the Defense Department's office 
of public information. They 


passed it along to Assistant De- 
fense Secretary Fred A. Seaton, 
in charge of publie affairs, who 
quickly carried it down the hall 
for Deputy Defense Secretary 
Roger M. Kyes to see. 

After an hour-long conference 
with Seaton, Kyes ruled that 
release of the picture at this 
time would be “premature.”

The plan, which City Hall ob- 
servers declared was “likely to 
please no » must be accept- 
ed without amendment by the 
aldermanic body or rejected and 
returned to the commission. 

Pay increases totaling $1,032,- 
393 are provided by the plan. 
Rises would go to 4142 em- 
ployes, whose wages would be 
increased from $5 to $35 a 
month, or an average rise of $21. 

Would Get Cut, 

A total of 233 of the city’s 
8362 employes would be classi-| 
fied downward and suffer a pay 
cut. Salaries would be un- 
changed for 3988 employes. 

Most drastic change, amount- 
ing to a reversal in compensa- 
tion policy, is a provision to 
remove 3600 employes from a 
monthly pay basis to weekly or 
hourly basis, thus eliminating 
holiday and sick leave pay for 
them and cancel any accumu- 
lated sick leave they may have. 
Among these are custodial 
workers, hospital attendants, 
laborers, automotive mechanics 
and machinists. 

Stnce 1943, when city charter 
amendments were applied, the 
number of workers on hourly 
pay schedules has been reduced 
from 3400 to about 600 outside 
construction workers. 

Those remaining on monthly 
pay schedules would lose sick 
leave accumulations exceeding 
45 days. Sick leave is accumu- 
lated at a rate of two days a 
month for a maximum of 90 
days; the new plan would add 
one day a month to a limit of 45. 
Part-time employes, such as 
some physicians and specialized 
workers, would lose all vaca- 
tion and _ sick-leave benefits. 
They have received such bene- 
fits in the past on a pro-rata 
basis.

Protest Against Rising 
Unemployment—Sec- 
ond Day of New Dis- 
orders—Reds Blamed. 


TRIESTE, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
Workers protesting against ris- 
ing unemployment in disputed 
Trieste battered down the door 
of the City Hall today in de- 
fiance of police. 

An estimated 800 persons 
took part the demonstration 
—the second in two days. 


About 50 broke into the 
locked City Hall after manhan- 
dling four civil police. They had 
been inside only a few moments 
when 200 police reinforcements 
arrived. The demonstrators es- 
caped. 

A high ranking police officer 
declared that Communists in- 
spired the demonstrations. The 
Reds had not been blamed be- 
fore for sparking Trieste dis- 
turbances. 


So far the latest demonstra- 
tions have not been comparable 
to the wild mob violence early 
this month in which six Italians 
were killed by Trieste civil 
police. , 


The group that gathered to- 
day before the City Hall de- 
manded to see Italian Mayor 
Gianni Bartoli. Earlier the dem- 
onstrators had tried and failed 
to see Allied Military Govern- 
ment leaders. 


Shouting “we want work—we 
want bread,” the workers 
jeered when told the Mayor was 
not in his office. They began 
ae windows of the build- 


g. 

Earlier some 500 workers 
demonstrated in other parts of 
the city, waving spoons and 
shouting, “We are hungry!” 

Yesterday the workers raided 
the Military Government’s labor 
office, located several blocks 
from the headquarters. This 
morning they tried again but a

GEORGETOWN, British Guiana, Nov. 20. 


T HE sugar industry in British 


Guiana has prepared the way for 


Communism here just as the banana industry has in Guate- 

mala. The Communists have ready-made slogans for such 
situations, “imperialism,” “exploitation” and “feudalism.” If the 
Guiana plan to stop Communism is going to succeed it must some- 
how destroy the Communist symbols which seem to the ordinary 
people to be but a simple description of the fact. 


The only way the symbols 
can be destroyed, as Sir Alfred 
Savage, Governor of British 
Guiana, and his advisers see it, 
is to alter the fact. 

This they are attempting to 
do, and rapidly, by establishing 


a system of family-sized farms 
alongside the sugar estate sys- 
tem and by developing other 
industries to relieve unemploy- 
ment and to provide economic 
alternatives for sugar estate 
workers, Meanwhile, the inde- 
scribably bad housing, both on 
the estatcs and here in the slums 
of Georgetown, has become a 
symbol almost as useful to the 
Communists as the :states them- 
selves. 

Government schemes are being 
pushed in Georgetown to re- 
house slum dwellers. New, well- 
designed row houses are going 
up today on the city’s outskirts. 

Gets Money for Rehousing. 

Gov, Savage has done some 
plain talking to the sugar peo- 
ple, and has succeeded in get- 
ting 2,500,000 British Guiana 
dollars released from the sugar 
industry's $8,000,000 price stabili- 
zation fund, mostly for rehous- 
ing sugar estate workers. 

The Governor also has urged 
the Colonial Office in London to 


make every effort to get the 
non-Communist labor unions in | 
the United Kingdom interested | 
in sending organizers to Guiana | 
to help form real, tough unions | 
to bargain with the sugar inter- | 
ests for higher wages and better | 
working conditions. The British 
unions have promised to do this. 
_ One notable difference, which 
must be recorded, between Brit- 
ish government attitudes in Gui- 


ana and American Government | 


attitudes in Guatemaia, is re-| 
flected in the relationships be- | 


tv’ .n the sugar industry and | 


the Governor of Guiana, on the 
one hand, and the banana in- 
dustry and the State Depart- 
ment, on the other. Sir Alfred 
Savage is, in effect, fighting the 
sugar industry as well as the 
Communists in an attempt to 
better the lot of the sugar work- 
er. The State Department, how- 
ever, has seen fit to defend the 
banana industry in Guatemala, 
and the Communists have been 
been able to use this fact to 
their advantage. 

Controls Sugar Industry. 

The name of Booker looms as 
large in Guiana as the name of 
the United Fruit Co. does in 
Guatemala. Booker’s, from Lon- 
don, owns or controls most of 
the sugar industry, the rum in- 
dustry, shipping, trade and many 
other enterprises in Guiana, and 
extends its operations elsewhere 
in the West Indies and Africa. 
United Fruit, from Boston, owns 
or controls most of the banana 
industry of Guatemala,-as well 
as the railroads, docks, shipping, 
and other enterprises, and ex- 
tends its operations widely in 
Central America. 

The people who operate Book- 


er’s—or the United Fruit Co.— 
are not the inhuman monsters 


pictured in Communist propa- 
ganda. They are human beings, 
with normal sympathies for their 
fellow men. That Booker’s does 
not understand the real facts of 
economic and political life in a 
backward area, however, is a 
basic axiom of the Guiana plan 
to stop Communism. 


That Booker’s must be made 
to understand the real problem 
of Communism here is the in- 
escapable corollary. The educa- 
tion of Booker’s executives is 
going on here apace, and the 
Communists are teaching them 
the facts of life by their actions. 
How much vf this lesson reaches 
Booker’s general offices in Lon- 
don remains to be seen. 

Calls Governor “Too Fast.” 


This writer had a long inter- 
view with R. R. Follett-Smith, 
chairman of the board of several 
Booker’s firms her@. Follett- 
Smith thought the Governor “a 
little hipped on the subject of 
estate housing.” He said he did 
not quarrel with the Governor's 
main ideas in improving the lot 
of the workers but thought Sir 
Alfred “wants to go a little too 
fast.” 

It was very evident, however, 
that events had shaken Follett- 
Smith’s convictions that every- 
thing would work out if people 
would just stay calm and profits 
remained high. 

“I received a letter from my 


son this morning,” he said. final- | 


ly. “The boy is serving with the 
British Army in Malaya. He 
wrote that the next morning he 
had orders to go out into the 
jungle and ambush a woman and 
two men, carrying a bunch of 
bananas. His orders were to ask 
no questions, but to shoot and 
kill all three of them. 

“I suppose that is necessary,” 
he added sadly, “but it isn’t the 
sort of letter one likes to get 
from one’s son.” 

For the moment, at least, the 
chairman of the board could see 
that what was happening in Ma- 
laya today might happen in 
Guiana tomorrow. He was in no 
mood to push events along in 
that direction. 

Much Depends on Booker’s. 

Whether Booker’s is willing to 
take perhaps a lesser profit, and 
help reorganize the sugar es- 
tates, giving more attention to 
small-scale farming, giving the 
workers a larger share of every- 
thing, bargaining honestly with 
honest labor unions, etc., may 
in the end determine whether 
the Guiana plan to stop Com- 
munism succeeds or fails. 

Gov. Savage insists the whole 
plan must go forward under 
forced draft so that Guiana will 
be ready for constitutional gov- 
ernment and new elections with- 
in eighteen months. A _ great 
many things must be done be- 
fore then. 

Political parties must be 
formed along real democratic 
lines. Basis for these probably 
will be the People’s Progressive 
Party, divorced from the Com- 
munists who now control it, and

Of Concern to Us All 


Every part of the United States, and every 
citizen, are affected by the negotiations, just an- 
nounced, for California to acquire the Central 
Valley irrigation and power project from the 
Federal Government. 

The future of one-third of California, an 
area as large as the State of Illinois, embracing 
the valleys of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
rivers, is tied up with the Central Valley project. 

The issue—as in the great controversies over 
offshore oil, the national forests and parks, and 
the western range—is whether natural resources 
essential to the welfare of the public shall be 
conserved for public benefit or exploited for 
private advantage. 

The State of California could have built the 
Central Valley project in the first place if the 
State had been able and willing to pay for it. 

The State might have bought it back from 
the preceding Administration if it had been 
willing to give assurance that the power and 
irrigation benefits would be passed on to the 
public. Former Secretary of Interior Oscar 
Chapman was said to have favored state acquisi, 
tion if proper conditions were met. 

Why, then, is the deal getting hot only just 
now? 

The answer is simple. 

Because now there seems to be an opportunity 
to get it without paying for it, and to operate 
it for the benefit of a privileged few instead of 
the people as a whole. 

* o . 

California wants $200,000,000—nearly half— 
of the cost to date as an outright gift from the 
Federal Government. 

No assurance is given that either the prefer- 
ence clause or the 160-acre limitation will be 
honored, and there are strong indications that 
state acquisition is intended as a device for cir- 
cumventing both. . 

The preference clause gives first call on 


, power to publicly and co-operatively-owned dis- 


tribution systems. It prevents a few private 
power companies from monopolizing the supply. 

The 160-acre limitation provides that irri- 
gation water from public projects shall go to 
family-size farms. It prevents a few large land- 
owners from monopolizing the supply. 

These measures have protected the public for 
around half a century in the enjoyment of bene- 
fits from publicly-built dams and _ irrigation 
works, and belong in the Central Valley project. 

* * 

This project, now about half completed, was 
undertaken by the Federal Government when 
the California State Government, backing down 
on a plan.for state construction and operation, 
begged Washington in 1935 to take over. 

It became a federal project under unusual 
terms which permitted the State Government 
to buy it back later if permitted by law. 

State ownership and operation could con- 
ceivably be more féasible in the Central Valley 
than in most other major river valleys of the 
United States, since it lies entirely within a 
single state instead of several states. 

The tests are: 

First: Is California dble and willing to bear 
a fair share of the financial burden, given a 
reasonable amount of federal aid? 

Second: Is California willing to operate the 
project in the public interest? 

So far, the preliminary answers to those ques- 
tions are far from satisfactory. 
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Worth an Extensive Test 
The “Public Service Company’s “park-ride” 
plan, now being tried out, is one of the most 
constructive ideas yet applied to the problem of 
downtown traffic congestion. The question is 
whether enough motorists will use the service 
to make its continuance and expansion possible. 
Squawking about traffic delays and high- 


, priced parking lots is a favorite pastime of most 


people who drive downtown every day. It seems 
to us that every chronic complainer who can 
conveniently use the park-ride service owes it to 
himself to try it out—either that, or quit squawk- 
ing. 

The one sure and immediate way to relieve 
downtown congestion is to cut down the number 
of automobiles coming into and going out of the 
central district every day. The park-ride plan 
does that, It enables motorists to get downtown 
from Forest Park by bus as fast as they could 
come by car. It offers perimeter parking plus a 
bus ride at less than most drivers pay for down- 
town parking. It permits a downtown worker to 
get into and out of the central district by using 
the small space of a bus seat instead of the 16 
feet of street space that would be taken up by 
his car. 

If motorists insist on ignoring these advan- 
tages for the privilege of fighting their way 
through constantly worsening traffic jams, they 
may as well decide to put up with strangulation 
of the streets—and forever after hold their 
peace, 
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The Punch You Roll With 


Technical jargon never fails to fascinate us, 
and we are altogether hypnotized by an economic 
analyst’s description of what is now going \on 
business-wise as a “rolling readjustment.” 

We do not know what a rolling readjustment 
is, unless it is something like the rolling stop 
with which St. Louis motorists habitually ob- 
serve arterial street signs. The late Mayor Darst 
once pointed out that the rolling stop had actu- 
ally become the rolling roll, and that may be 
how it is with a rolling readjustment. 

Since the term is applied to a period in which 
a slow but steady decline of business activity is 
expected, no doubt individual attitudes toward 
it will depend upon who gets rolled. 
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He Should Be An Able St. Louisan 


President Eisenhower has filled a vacancy on 
the Federal Court of Appeals for Illinois, Wis- 
consin and Indiana by appointing Judge Elmer 
J. Schnackenberg of the Cook County Circuit 
Court. Mr. Schnackenberg was a Republican 
member of the Illinois House of Representatives 
for 24 years and Speaker through the first Hor- 
ner Administration. The reputation he bears as 
a Circuit Judge since 1945 is very good. 

This appointment ought to be duplicated inso- 
far as possible in filling the vacancy for the 
Federal Court of Appeals which includes Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota and 
the Dakotas. That is, the President should see to 
it that an able member of the bench or bar 
from St. Louis goes to the Court of Appeals for 
this circuit. For there has not been a St. Louisan 
on this high federal bench in years—a fact 
which denies the court certain benefits in ex- 
perience, knowledge and awareness of local legal 
problems and practices that the court should 
have. A Chicagoan has been appointed to the ap- 
pellate court that sits in Chicago. A St. Louisan 


should be appointed to the similar court that 
sits in St. Louls—and must handle so heavy a 
proportion of St, Louls litigation.

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Squaring the Round Table 
Do the Communists want a political settle- 
ment in Korea, after all? Their proposal to in- 


_ vite neutrals to the political conference, but to 


deny them a vote on major issues, suggests that 
perhaps they do. In effect, this means that the 
Chinese and North Koreans now favor a two- 
sided, rather than a round-table, conference, 
with the final decisians being made solely by 
the belligerents. 

That is what the U.N. Command has been con- 
tending for all along. If the Communist explana- 
tions which have been requested by Envoy Ar- 
thur Dean prove satisfactory, his belief that they 
have made a significant concession will be jus- 


. tified. So far, the Communists have followed 


their usual tactics of supplying abuse but no 
explanations. 

The next dispute would no doubt center upon 
which neutrals to invite. Certainly those now 
engaged in truce supervision — India, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Poland and Czechoslovakia—could 
not be objected to by either side. Though the 
United States now opposes the Communist pro- 
posal to invite Pakistan, Indonesia and Burma, 
there could be no very serious objection to them 
in the final analysis. 

Russia would present the main problem. It 
would be silly to designate Russia, the supplier 
of the initial aggression, as a neutral. Yet it is 
to the interest of the West that Russia should 
attend the.conference in some capacity, for if 
there is to be a Korean settlement Russia should 
share some of the responsibility for it. 

The obstacles in the way. of such a settlement 
remain enormous. But the very fact that the 
Communists, after all their hostile propaganda, 
keep inching toward a conference offers some 
hope that patience and persistence may yet be 
rewarded. 


Jelke Case Back in the News 

A most unusual hearing has been held on a 
motion in a free press case in the New York 
Court of Appeals at Albany—the highest state 
court in New York. The issue is whether Judge 
Francis J. Valente of New York City abridged 
freedom of the press when he banned the pub- 
lic, including newspaper reporters, from the 
Jelke vice trial, last Feb. 9. 

Five New York newspapers and two press as- 
sociations that supply news to the country ar- 
gued through their lawyers in support of a mo- 
tion which calls on the Court of Appeals to re- 
verse Judge Valente. In view of the exploitation 
of the Jelke case by sensation-mongering news- 
papers, Judge Valente’s representative at the 
argument, Assistant District Attorney Denzer, 
undoubtedly expressed a widely held feeling 
when he said: “The judiciary law involved is not 
designed to vest a right in the public to attend 
trials for entertainment or amusement.” 

The issue, however, is not the level of the 
Jelke trial which could have been but little 
lower. The issue is the authority of a Judge 
in shutting the door to his courtroom with 
a trial in progress. Notwithstanding the sordid- 
ness of the sins of the 23-year-old oléomargarine 
fortune heir, this aspect of his trial and convic- 
tion should go still higher. 

Judge Stanley Fuld and his associates at Al- 
bany will serve the cause of freedom of the 
press by overruling Judge Valente. Then un- 
doubtedly the issue will be taken to the Supreme 
Court, now presided over by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren, for a thorough airing and determi- 
nation. 
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Cool and Mellow 

The tariff on briar pipes cannot be said to be 
a smoking issue any longer. The fire was knocked 
out by President Eisenhower, who decisively re- 
jected an increase in the tariff on pipe imports. 

In doing so, the’ President repudiated the ar- 
gument of domestic pipe manufacturers, and the 
recommendations of the Federal Tariff Commis- 
sion itself. They contended that briar pipe im- 
ports were hurting domestic business. 

President Eisenhower, however, found that 
pipe sales were declining simply because of a re- 
duced demand for pipes—and not even an exist- 
ing 75 per cent tariff could protect the pipe in- 
dustry from that. So why penalize the pipe-smok- 
ing consumer with an even higher tariff? 

This decision is not going to set all the trade 
winds a-blowing, but it is based on sound prin- 
ciples. For the President did not have to fall 
back. on the available argument that a domestic 
industry would, in the national interest, have 
to suffer to permit our allies to earn more dol- 
lars. He simply called for evidence supporting 
a tariff rise and, evidence lacking, rejected it. 

Though not an inveterate pipe smoker him- 
self, Mr. Eisenhower here displayed the de- 
tached, judicious attitude which a good briar 
pipe is supposed to convey to a man. High tariff 
fanciers might put his decision in their pipes and 
smoke it.

Illinois has now lived through the 
better part of a year without Mr.

The new Governor has been shrewd 
enough to disappoint “his right-wing 
supporters by courting some of the lib- 
eral elements that backed Mr. Steven- 
son so enthusiastically. 

He has accomplished some things 
which Mr. Stevenson failed to achieve. 
And he is very much in the forefront 
of Illinois Republicans; he is considered 
a leading contender for the seat in the 
Senate now held by Paul H. Douglas, 
who must seek re-election in 1954. 

Gov, Stratton has used the state po- 
lice, as Mr. Stevenson did and as Mr, 
Green did not, to suppress local gam- 
bling, which in Illinois has so often 
been the source of corruption of coun- 
ty officials. 

On the other hand, one immediate 


result of the replacement of high-. 


minded by machine-minded men has 
been a threat to the state welfare serv- 
ices, 

Mr.’ Stevenson did a great deal, by 
careful administration, to improve the 
level of care in the state mental hos- 
pitals.

Bystander in Stoddard Case 


Dr. Stoddard was the victim of iso- 
lationist hatred of, the United Nations 
and UNESCO, of the anti-liberal spirit, 
of anti-intellectualism and, some sus- 
pect, of Roman Catholic hostility. 


The American Legionnaires accused 
him of appointing 50 “reds or pinks” 
to the faculty. The Catholic bishop of 
Springfield once accused him of “god- 
lessness.” The isolationsts said he made 
the university radié station an “outlet 
for globalist propaganda,” and fought 
his campaign for non-commercial tele- 
vision under university auspices.

Between Book Ends 


Slave Camp to Holy Land 


THE REDEEMERS, es a Ww. ser (Ferrer, 
Straus & Young 4.8.) 

As World War II pew to a close, 
there was hardly any group that waited 
more eagerly for its liberation than the 
survivors of Hitler’s slave camps, While 
about 6,000,000 Jews had been murdered 
by the Nazis, a fgw hundred thousand 
had managed to survive the ordeal—in 
itself a miracle and proof of a super- 
human will to live. 

The author, a member of Patton’s 
Third Army, spent most of the eg 
war years in Europe. He has had 
hand experience with the slow process 
of rehabilitation which those pitiable 
remnants of a once proud community 
had to go through. 

It was not always an easy process, as 
the overwhelming mass of detail in this 
book reveals. There were three ob- 
stacles in the way: (1) Army authori- 
ties were not always sympathetic and 
had little understanding of the past ex- 
periences of the camp survivors; 
(2) the German population did its 
best to make life for them as‘ miser- 
able as possible, and (3) the hard 
years of concentration camp life had 
demoralized some of the inmates. 

On the other hand, the survivors 
were fortunate enough to find in 
their midst a number of energetic and 
far-sighted leaders who were able to 
hold them together, organize them and 
bring some semblance of order and 
meaning into their lives. 

The struggle was first of all over the 
necessities of life: food to rebuild the 
broken bodies; decent housing as far as 
was possible under the circumstances; 
an end to an idle existence to restore 
morale and self-confidence; opportuni- 
ties for recreation, and, most important 
of all, a chance to emigrate to Israel, 
America or some other country of lesser 
choice. 

Many of these demands could not be 
fulfilled immediately in the chaotic 
post-war world, and the survivors’ trou- 
bles multiplied when Great Britain 
closed the gates of Palestine. But their 
wlii could not be crushed, One of the 
most spectacular sagas of the post-war 
era developed then and there: the for- 
mation of the underground movement 
to the Holy Land. 

While in Germany, the former con- 
centration camp inmates organized 
groups which prepared for life in Is- 
rael, especially agriculturally, and when 
they felt that they could wait no longer, 
they started on their exodus. Old and 
broken-down ships were boarded by 
thousands of emigrants. 

Most of them were intercepted by the 
British Navy and taken to Cyprus, some 
to France and some even back to Ger- 
many. But these pilgrims did not lose 
their spirits. They knew that the hour 
of liberation was near. When the Jew- 
ish state was proclaimed in 1947, they 
felt it had been worth suffering and 
waiting for. 

It is indeed a moving story related 
in this book—the story of the indestruc- 
tible human mind which finds its ways 
through all difficulties anf’ never takes 
No for an answer. One of the survivors, 
Rabbi Snieg, did not leave Germany 
until 1949. He had a particular reason: 
he had found ways to have a new edi- 
tion of the Talmud printed, since al- 
most all copies of this book had been 
destroyed by the Nazis. Says Schwartz: 
“When all the physical evidence of the 
survivors will have disappeared from 
Germany as water in the desert, this 
sixty-first edition of a spiritual monu- 
ment will stand as a symbol of an invin- 
cible spirit.”

20 Years of Propaganda. 


Those who take this view 
might argue that the practice 
of public diplomacy and of prop- 
aganda and of psychological war- 
fare have become such a plague 
that for their part they will take 
nothing seriously unless it is 
first communicated confiden- 
tially. . 

This need not be regarded as 
a universal rule for all time, a 
retreat into secret diplomacy 
and an abolition of informative 
and inspiring public utterances. 
It would be rather like going on 
a temporary diet which is hy- 
gienic but unappetizing. The 
time would come when the great 
resounding declarations could 
be resumed. 


But there would be an interval 
devoted fo the realities—to real- 
izing what is necessary and to 
finding out what is possible. 
This probably cannot be done 
after the debauchery of public 
opinion during the past 20 years 
of war, cold war, and revolu- 
tionary propaganda except pri- 
vately through confidential talk. 


Clear Field for Mischief? 


This somewhat brusque and 
impatient view might be sum- 
marized by saying that if the

Polish-German Frontier. 


Among those who hold these 
views, the most veer now to the 
one and now to the other. But 
there is, I believe, a rather 
widely agreed opinion as to what

It would not be about free 
elections. For they would not 
be conceded before there was a 
genuine agreement, and they 
would follow automatically if 
there were an agreement. It 
would not be about German re- 
armament which all the world 
knows must take place in some 
form and in some measure. 

Real talk would be about the 
frontier between Germany and 
Poland, about where it is to 
be, about whether and how the 
frontier could be guaranteed. 


ATheoretical Possibility. 


The extreme optimists among 
those who are still hard-headed 
think that the Soviet Union's 
irreducible terms for a German 
settlement would be an eastern 
frontier, perhaps somewhat but 
not greatly modified in Ger- 
many’s favor, which committed 
everyone, including especially 
the United States, to a guaranty 
that this frontier would not be 
altered by force, that it marked 
the eastern limits of German 
territorial expansion.

United States District Judge 
Frank A. Picard denied Well- 
man’s motion and one by Ernest 
Goodman, attorney for three 
other defendants, asking that 
Nowell’s testimony be stricken 
from the record. Goodman 
claimed it was “inflamatory and

Mathews 
Second in 
Balloting 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (UP)— 
Rey Campanella, who is certain 


to go into the books as one of | 


the greatest catchers who ever 
lived, today became the first one 
to win the National League's 
Most Valuable Player Award 
twice. 

He was chosen yesterday on 
his birthday by the Baseball 
Writers of America for the 
award after a season in which 
he batted .312, and set two 
marks for catchers with 142 runs 
batted in and 41 homers. 

Those . were the  tangibles 
which the special committee of 
24 writers, three from each 
league city, took into considera- 
tion. What didn’t show in the 
records was his fine handling of 
the motley Dodger pitching 
staff, his brilliant all-round de- 
fense work, and his terrific good 
humor and spirit that kept the 
team relaxed and eager through 
the long pennant campaign. 

Campy won by a comfortable 
margin over the new major 
league home run king, Ed 
Mathews of the Milwaukee 
Braves. On a basis of 14 points 
for a first place vote, nine for 
a second, eight for a third and 
so on down to one for a tenth, 
Campanella received 297 points 
and 17 first-place votes. 

Mathews Has 216 Points. 

Mathews received three first- 
place votes and 14 for second, 
running up 216 points.. Third 
place went to Duke Snider of 
the Dodgers with 157 points 
and one first-place vote. Duke 
beat out Red Schoendienst of 
the Cardinals who was fourth 
with 155 points and two first- 
place votes. Warren Spahn of 
Milwaukee was fifth with 120 
points and Robin Roberts of the 
Phils sixth with 106 and one 
first-place vote. Ted Kluszewski 
of Cincinnati was seventh with 
69 points, Stan, Musial of the 
Cardinals eighth with 62 and 
Carl Erskine and Car! Furillo 
of the Dodgers tied for ninth 
with 54 points each. 

Campy said he was in a barber 
shop getting shaved when his 
wife telephoned him the news 
that he had been selected.

PANAMA INDIAN TRIBE 
IS GOING MODERN 


Chocos Using Rifles, Stoves, 
Lipstick, Outboard 
Motors Now. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (UP) 
~The primitive Choco Indians 
of Darien, after centuries of 
stubborn resistance to change, 
finally are beginning to adopt 
some of the innovations of the 
white man. 

This finding was reported by 
Dr. Matthew W. Stirling, nek 
ogist of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. Stirling conducted an 
expedition into the little Pan- 
ama province last winter. His 
was the first study to be made 
of the Choco culture in 25 years. 

The Chocos have not taken up 
the clothing, housing, or food of 
the white man, but they do make 
use of many items which make 
their traditional pursuits easier. 
For instance, the blowgun with 
its poison darts has given way 
in many cases to the rifle. The 
outboard motor and nets of Eu- 
ropean manufacture greatly in- 
crease the catch of the native 
fisherman. 

Game and fish are not cooked 
on the open fire now, but on 
portable pressure stoves. Nor 
does the fire provide the only 
light, now that many of the in- 
habitants have discovered the 
“magic” of the kerosene lamp. 

Both sexes still paint their 
bodies and faces in elaborate 
designs, the stains being ob- 
tained from local plants. But 
even here there are European 
influences for the native stains 
have been supplemented by lip- 
stick and indelible pencils ob- 
tained from traders.

é6 ECAMERON NIGHTS,” which opens at the SHADY 
D OAK THEATER tonight, might be described as a 
de-spiced version of Boccaccio told in the manner 
of an amiable French farce or a light-weight and screwball 
American movie. The film, made in Spain, 
Frapce and Italy by English producers, and 
in Technicolor, is opulent in picturesque 
and authentic backgrounds of walled cities, 
courts and courtyards, twisted little cob- 
blestoned streets and quaint old towns. Of 
the hundred or so tales of the “Decam- 
eron,” three have been picked for the 
narration, with Boccaccio, seeking refuge from marauding 
armies, himself either the narrator and/or the ‘thinly dis- 
guised hero in each yarn, instead of the original 10 pro- 
tagonists who whiled away their time in hiding against the 
black plague. 


These are done wth a lightness that avoids the usual 
self-consciousness of costume drama, and manage to be 
respectable, or at least no more than mildly naughty. Joan 
Fontaine, with her hair changing from gold to red to brown, 
is the heroine in each vignette, and Louis Jourdan, in page- 
boy bob, the bold and impudent hero. Binnie Barnes and 
Godfrey Tearle are the principal aids. I don’t remember the 
original tales well enough to say how scrupulously they 
have been followed, but they involve (1) a young wife of 
a dull merchant who (the wife) is kidnaped by a handsome 
pirate and persuades him to turn to a respectable life (an 
afterthought, I am sure, for the Breen office); (2) a faith- 
ful wife whose virtue is maligned by a scoundrel on a bet 
with her husband, and who gives the defamer his come- 
uppance; and a wife who succeeds in seducing, by a trick, 
her own indifferent husband. The actors involved are all 
deft enough, and I think you'll find the fare tolerably 
amusing. 


Not for Red 


“HALF A HERO,” which opens at the ORPHEUM to- 
morrow, is unfortunately not at all suited as a vehicle for 
Red Skelton. Here we have Red, with only a trace or two 
of his basic clowning, playing straight as 4 downtrodden 
young magazine writer who is persuaded 
by his wife to move from their crowded 
Manhattan apartment surroundings to the 
wholesome air of a small Connecticut town.

Fruit-Flavored Breads

READER asks for recipes for 
A auc fruit-flavored breads. 
As she says, breads of this 
type keep well and serve many 
purposes, They make good sand- 
wiches for the children’s lunch- 


boxes; they can serve as dessert 


for home lunch, and they’re de- 
licious for tea if some one drops 
in unex ‘ 

Recently I gave a recipe for 
an apricot bread of this type. 
Two other favorites are given 
today. 

As you will note, the orange 
bread calls for both orange juice 
and ade. The juice it- 
self is too delicate in flavor to 
use alone. The marmalade gives 
just a slight tang. 

The banana bread needs only 
the one type of fruit although a 
little grated lemon or orange 
rind adds something to the fla- 
vor. If you like, a cup of cut 
raisins or half a cup of cut nuts 
may be added to the batter. 


These quick breads are very 
easy to mix, but they take about 
an hour’s baking. After they 
come out of the oven they should 
be allowed to remain in the pans 
five to 10 minutes. Of course, 
they should be thoroughly cool 
before they are sliced. 


Orange Marmalade Loaf. 


Three cups flour, three tea- 
spoons baking powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon sajt, one-third 
cup shortening, one-third cup 
sugar, one egg, slightly beaten; 
one-half cup orange marmalade, 
a cup strained orange 

uice. 

Sift floyr, baking powder and 


together 
until light and fluffy. Add egg 
and beat until mixture is smooth. 
Gradually stir in orange marma- 
lade and orange juice, blending 
thoroughly. Add sifted dry in- 
gredients and stir enough to 
moisten the dry ingredients. Do 
not beat, 

Turn into a greased and 
floured loaf pan about 934x5%4x3 
inches. Bake in moderate oven 
(350. degrees F.) about one 
hour, or until loaf is golden 
brown and done. Cool for five 
minutes, then remove |! from 
pan. Cool loaf completely be- 
fore slicing. The flavor im- 
proves if the loaf is allowed to 
stand 24 hours before cutting. 

Banana Tea Bread. 

One and three-fourths ps 
flour, two teaspoons baking 
powder, one-fourth teaspoon 

soda, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-third cup shortening, 
two-thirds cup sugar, two eggs, 
well beaten; one cup mashed 
ripe bananas (two or three ba- 


nanas). 
Sift together flour, baking 
powder, soda and salt.. Beat 


shortening until creamy. Add 
sugar gradually and continue 
beating until light and fluffy. 
Add eggs and beat well. Add 
flour mixture alternately with 
bananas, a small amount at a 
time, beating after each addi- 
tion until smooth. Turn into a 
well-greased bread pan, 84x 
4%4x3 inches, and bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
about one hour and 10 minutes, 
or until bread is done.

ITH vitamins, hormones 

and anti-biotics being called 

on to work miracles for the 
elderly, let's not overlook one 
of the cheapest and most effec- 
tive home remedies; namely, 
good old-fashioned work. It will 
prolong many lives and increase 
the happiness of many senior 
citizens. 

Dr. Howard A. Rusk of New 
York University emphasized this 
at a meeting of the American 
Psychiatric Association. We are 
driving our population 
into mental hospitals and in- 
firmaries by giving them noth- 
ing to do, he asserted; and he 
told how men in the Manhattan 
Beach Veterans Hospital (Brook- 
lyn, New York) were put on 
their feet, There were 126 who 
were “hopeless”—bedridden and 
unable to live without the aid 
of nurses. After re-training, 74 
were discharged from the hos- 
pital, able to care for them- 
selves and to do at least light 
work. Forty-nine are independ- 
ent of anyone’s aid; only 13 re- 
mained hopeless invalids.

43 Years on the Fire Department 


lrish-Born Paddy Lavin, Now 70, Retiring Tomorrow; He Remembers the Horses

ADDY Lavin weighed 135 
pounds with all his clothes 
on when he stepped on the 
scales at the doctor’s office to 
take his physical examination 
for the Fire Department in the 
year 1910. The doctor, who shall

Fire Department,” which wasn’t 
far from the truth. 

In those days boys who came 
from Ireland or the farm, got 
jobs as firemen, policemen or 
motormeéen. Paddy already had 
been a motorman. | 

After the doctor had looked 
him over, he said, “Paddy, have 
you got five dollars?” Paddy 
said no, but he had three dol- 
lars. The doctor looked thought- 
ful. “I'll tell you, Paddy,” he 


said, “I'm not too sure about - 


your heart. You'd better come 
back tomorrow; and bring the 
other two dollars.” , 


Paddy came back the next day 
and brought the other two dol- 
lars and the doctor pronounced 
him fit as a firehorse. “Mr. Lav- 
in,” he said, without even look- 
ing at his heart again, “you've 
passed a swell examination.” 

As a matter of fact Paddy was 
a little underweight and, at five 
feet seven and a half inches, he 
was even a little short. But he 
had been sent around by Luke 
Short himself, president of the 
House of Delegates, so Paddy 
was in the Fire Department. He 
learned, after he had been there 
a few days, that there was some 
doubt about every applicant’s 
heart, until all the fee was paid. 
Then their hearts became as 
sound as pre-war currency. 

That was 43 years ago but it 
seems like only yesterday to 
Patrick Lavin, who will be 70 
years old Sunday. Tomorrow 
Paddy is saying goodby to the 
Fire Department. He is gray- 
haired now, and he weighs a 
comfortable 220 pounds. His face 
is round and ruddy and his eyes 
are friendly and there is still 
more than a trace of an Irish 
accent. 

Paddy was born in Ireland, 
in County Roscommon: His 
father was a farmer and when 
Paddy was in his teens an older 
sister, who had come to Ameri- 
ca, wrote back and told him of 
the wonders of the new country. 
Paddy and another sister started 
saving their money, and when 
they had $40 apiece, which was 
what it cost to come across in 
the steerage in those days, they 
came. They landed at Boston, 
“naturally,” says Paddy. 

* * * 


FTER a few months in a 
A shipyard in Boston, he came 
to St. Louis and got a job 
on a street car. He was a likely 
looking lad and in time he was 
tapped for the Fire Department. 
The life of a rookie was not 
easy in 1910. Paddy made ex- 
actly $67.50 a month, out of 
which he had to feed himself 
and buy his uniform. One of 
the most expensive items of the 
uniform in those days was the 
shirt. It was a heavy blue wool 
shirt: with two rows of big white 
pearl buttons up each side, and 
to these they buttoned what they 
called a “shield,” designed to 
protect. the chest. Then there 
were boots and raincoats and 
helmets. The boys bought them 
on time payments from a cloth- 
ing company. 

“Every payday the man from 
the store came around,” Paddy 
recalls. “You never got out of 
debt because by the time an 
outfit was paid for, you needed 
something new. But if you gave 
him a couple of bucks, he was 
tickled to death.” 

When Paddy went to work, 
the older firemen showed him 
the cuspidors, which were one 
of the rookies’ jobs, and the 
horses, which were another. Ah 
the horses! Paddy remembers 
them with mingled emotions. He 
loved them, yet, whenever a 
fireman got on a streetcar on a 
cold day, or stepped into a warm 
room, it wasn’t long until people 
started turning their heads and 
opening windows. No matter 
what a man did, he just couldn’t 
seem to get rid of that smell of 
horses. But he couldn’t smell 
it himself. Never aware of it 
after the first day or two, Paddy 


says. 

The rookie was up at 5 o'clock 
in the morning, and if he wasn’t, 
the horses would see to it he 
was awakened. They wore bits 
all the time, ready for action, 
and the bits had big steel rings 
on the side to snap the lines to. 
At 5 o'clock in -he morning the 
horses would start rubbing the 
rings against the chains in front 
of their stalls, and when a half 
dozen horses started doing this,

The horses got oats twice a 
day, at 5 in the morning and 
2:30 in the afternoon, with hay 
and water in between. And 
every morning their bedding 
had to be taken out and new 
bedding put back at night, and 
their blankets had to be aired. 

“They bought better blankets 
for the horses in those days than 
they bought for the men,” Pad- 
dy laughs, “but maybe that was 
only fair.” 

Also, the horses had to be 
groomed eagh day, and after 
each run. Also after a run the 
whole harness had to be cleaned 
with castile soap. 

It was a rookie’s job to learn 
to harness those horses in about 
three seconds after the alarm, 
Paddy explains, and he could do 
it. Of course the harness was 
hung over the two outside 
horses and the center horse had 
to be backed in. Then the har- 
ness dropped and a few quick 
snaps here and there and they 
were off. All the driver had to 
do after he heard the alarm was 
to get on the driver’s seat. The 
rookie had to harness those 
horses and jump back quick.

Paddy running behind them. As 
luck would have it, they came 
face to face with the fire chief 
on his way to the fire. 

The trick, Paddy explained, 
was to train those horses to 
come out with their heads down, 
so their heads would slip right 
under and into the suspended 
collars.

The horses 
got so they could recognize the 
Morse code signal alarm for 
their station just like a farm 
woman recognizes her ring on a 
party line, and they would be 
up and straining at the chains, 
ready to go. All other signals 
they would ignore. 

Paddy hadn't been around 
very long until he was one of 
the victims of a popular prac- 
tical joke of the period. They 
would “short pants” the rookies, 
as they called it. About the 
time the theaters were letting 
out in the evening, the older 
men would fake a call to one 
of the theaters. They would 
hide the rookies’ trousers and 
boots, and leave them nothing 
but some trousers cut off above 
the knee. The rookies wouldn't 
have time to look or ask ques-

looked upon as quite an increase.

Ee ieeahe injured, but he had 
some close calls. Once, in a col- 
lision with a street car, he got 
three broken ribs. His captain 
was thrown clear over the roof 
of the street car and killed. 

Another time he and other fire- 
men went into a burning store. 
They opened the front door and 
a back draft sent a blast of sear- 
ing flames into their faces, and 
Paddy was burned on the face 
and hands. And on Christmas 
morning of 1931 his fire engine 
collided with a car at Twenty- 
first and Franklin, and everyone 
got so badly banged up they had 
to be hospitalized. 

Paddy broke in at Broadway 
and Valentine, on a hook and 
ladder, and he remembers the 
first time they “dropped the 
chain.” It was a big fire at the 
Union Biscuit Co. To “drop the 
chain” means to drop the chain 
in front of the stalls. This not 
only opened the stalls to let the 
horses out, but by a system of 
weights and levers it opened 
the front doors, turned on the 
lights and tripped a pilot light 


.on the steam engine, shoving it 


under a handful of excelsior, 
topped with light kindling, then 
heavier kindling, so that by the 
time the machine was in motion 
there was a roaring fire going 
beneath the boiler. 

Like all firemen of his gen- 
eration, Paddy was attached to 
horses, and hated to see them 
go. In fact, even when mechani- 
zation was inevitable, it was the 
firemen who kept lobbying 
against it. They argued that 
horses got away, and to the fire 
as quick as trucks, and Paddy 
still sticks to the argument. 


When motorized trucks came 
along, most firemen had to be 
taught how to drive, because few 
of them owned Cars. 

Paddy’s second post was at 
Twentieth and Washington, 
one of the busiest in town. He 
was there some 25 years. Re- 
cently he has been stationed at 
Number 43, which is at 4810 En- 
right avenue. He still lives in a 
flat, which is at 4042 Palm. He 
has no children. Mrs. Lavin, like 
Paddy, likes to fish and they 
plan to do a lot of fishing to- 
gether, and maybe make some 
trips and see places they've al- 
ways wanted to see. 

Odds are, though, his* friends 
agree, that it won’t be long un- 
til Paddy will be sitting around 
the firehouse, passing the time 
of day and telling the rookies 
about how he could “make a 
horse,” as they used to call it, 
in three seconds flat.

Among these are Trombonist 
Don Lusher, who is featured on “Blues for Moderns” and “Dark 
Eyes,” Pianist Frank Horrox who displays a fund of ideas on his 
own “Etrospect,” Ronnie Verrell, drummer who gives a brilliant 
display of tricky cross rhythms on “Rhapsody for Drums,” Bass 
Johnny Hawksworth who plays deft pizzicato on “Pick Yourself 
Up,” and Roy Willox, alto saxophorist who shows remarkable 
technique on “Eloquence.” There are three Duke Ellington tunes, 
“Do Nothin’ Till You Hear From Me,” “Solitude” and “I Got It 
Bad.” Longest number is “Fourth Dimension” (some five min- 
utes), which has contrasting stabbing and muted brass passages, 
a solo by Willox, Latin American rhythms and a swinging, tri- 
umphant finale. The concert’s most satisfying mood is estab- 
lished in the mildly Latin flavored strain by muted brass. It’s 
lovely. .

LES ELGART, a trumpeter who's been around a long time, 
playing with leading bands and heading his own, get his biggest 
break so far on records with “Sophisticated Swing” (Columbia). 
On such familiar tunes as “Sophisticated Swing,” “Soon” (by the 
Gershwins), “I Never Knew,” “The Gang That Sang Heart 
of My Heart” and “Why Don’t You Fall in Love With Me?” the 
scoring is only slightly to the left, with the melody ever evident. 
The saxophone section, guided by the alto of the director's 
brother, Larry, is richly blended in tone in the choruses it plays. 
In fact there is nothing overly obtrusive in any of this band's 
sounds, even when pressure and tempo are heated up on four 
originals by Charles Albertine, “Geronimo,” “Bendix Bounce,” 
“The Weasel Pops Off” and “Comin’ Through the Scotch.” For 
some reason, the Scotch-sounding tune is entitled “Bendix 
Bounce” on our copy. This is a good record for dancing. In the 
absence of piano, the guitar is purposely accented in the solid 
rhythmic background.

SO POPULAR has been Jackie Gleason's first two 10-inch 
LPs, “Music for Lovers Only” and “Lover’s Rhapsody,” that Cap- 
itol has rushed out another one. It has one of the most appeal- 
ing titles to come out of the feverish production by recording 
companies of music to read, dance, eat, drink, romance, even 
think about romance by. (As yet no one has accepted our sug- 
gested title “Music to Listen to Music By”). Anyway, the new 
Gleason is “Music to Make You Misty,” and there’s a big tear 
spilling out of the left eye of the maiden pictured on the cover. 
The lush string sound of previous Gleason records is still present, 
as are the warm tones of Trumpeter Bobby Hackett as soloist. 
There's a new asset though — solos by alto Saxophonist Toots 
Mondello.
